Newcomer gets 
flat after 


hunger strike

One of a group of eight immi- 
grant families who sat in at the 
Absorption Ministry on Wednesday 
for housing near their jobs has now 
received an apartment in Jerusalem, 
one of the group said yesterday. 

The group consists of professionais 
and skilled technicians from Russia 
and Eastern Europe who have been 
at the Sderot absorption centre since 
last April. Earlier, the group, most 
of whom work in the Tel Aviv area, 
had staged a hunger strike at the 
centre to protest that the lack of 
proper housing was forcing them to 
see their families only on weekends, 

Yesterday one of the immigrants, 
Reuven Pinsky, told The Jerusalem 
Post that Gena Hradis and her son 
Reuven had just been given an 
apartment in Jerusalem. The rest 
of the group has been promised 
proper housing “as soon as pos- 
sible,” he said. 

He singled out for praise the di- 
rector of the Sderot absorption cen- 
tre, Michael Tel-Tsur, “the only one 
who helped us in all our troubles.” 
Mr. Pinsky, a textile technician 
working at Ramat Hehayal, said the 
official whose rudeness to the group 
was referred to in an earlier Post 
story, was a man in the Beersheba 
office of the Absorption Ministry 
and not the absorption centre direc- 
tor, as that story erroneously 
implied. 


Key witness in

Arab-Jewish espionage ring 


Livneh, 16 others, 
charged in spy case 


HAIFA. — Rami Livneh, son of 
Rakah M.K. Avraham Levenbraun, 
was formally accused yesterday of 
meeting a Fatah agent in a forest 
near Nazareth in 1970. Livneh was 
one of four Jews and 13 Arabs 
indicted yesterday in the Haifa 
District Court in connection with 
the pro-Syrian spy ring uncovered 
last December. 

Mali Lehrman, 27, was accused 
of meeting the same agent in his 
house in Kiron. 

The main charges against David 
Kopfer, 26, a Holon.labourer, and 
Yehezkel Cohen, 30, ἃ clerk from 
Bnei Brak, were that they belonged 
to the spy ring and knew but failed 
to report that Ehud Adiv, an alleged 
Jeader of the ring, had visited 
Syria. 

Livneh and Lehrman are charged 
with membership in the spy ring. 

Six espionage defendants went on 
trial Sunday. Another nine will be 
indicted today, bringing to 32 the 
number of suspects charged. 

The leading Arab suspect charged 


yesterday was. Ghasan Akbariyeh, . 
22, of Umm el-Fahm. The charge 1 


sheet said the Fatah agent, Ahmed 
Khaldi, came to his house in the 
summer of 1970 and proposed that 
he join the Fatah, 

Akbariyeh allegedly said he was 
not interested, since he supported 
a different terrorist group — Naif 
Khawatma's “Popular Democratic 
Front." Instead, he brought about 
a meeting between Livneh and the 
Fatah agent in a forest near 
Nazareth two days later. 


ANOTHER MEETING 

Khaldi offered Livneh and 
Akbarlyeh weapons and explosives, 
explained how they would be 
smuggled into Israel, and asked for 
data on Industrial and military 
plants that might be sabotaged. 
Another meeting was arranged in 
Jerusalem; Livneh went to it, but 
the others did not turn up. 

The prosecution says Livneh 
knew Khalidi was 2 foreign agent 
Plotting and even carrying out at- 
tacks on Israel's soverelgnty, and 
that he thus helped the enemy in 


‘its war against Israel. The charge 


sheet says Livneh concealed the 
agent's activities by failing to re- 
port them. 

He was charged with contacting 
a forelgn agent, with concealing the 
latter's activities, and also with 
possessing unlawful publications — 
two newspapers published by Kha- 
watma's organization which were 
found In his house. 

Lehrman is sald to have met the 
same agent in 1972 in his house in 
Kiron. The charge sheet claimed 
Akbarlyeh telephoned Lehrman last 
summer and Lehrman asked to 
meet Khaldi along with Livneh. 
Lehrman at that time belonged to 
the “Revolutionary Communist Al- 
liance,” dedicated to armed struggle 
against Israel. 

The prosecution said Lehrman 
met Khald! and Akbariyeh in his 
house, and they discussed the left- 
ist movement in Israel and the 
terrorist forces. Lehrman allegedly 
asked Livneh to sit in on the talk, 
but was unable to contact him. 

The meeting lasted several hours, 
and the three discussed forging 
inks between the Fatah and the 
Israeli left, for purposes of sabot- 
age against Israel. Afterward, Lehr-

Kenya unions threaten 
to isolate Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP). — Four 
powerful Kenya trade unions 
whose members all work for East 
African community institutions in 
Uganda — threatened yesterday to 
isolate Uganda unless President Idi 
Amin guaranteed the security of 
Kenyans In Uganda and reversed 
his decision to expel Kenya Luos 
from Uganda. 

The unions threatened to boycott 


and also air, road, posts, telecom- 
munications, customs and other ser- 
vices. 

The unions said Amin’s recent 
actions against Kenyans were tan- 
tamount to a declaration of 2 state 
of hostility against Kenya. 

Thousands of members of the 
unions — the Kast African Com- 
munity Union, the Union of Posts 
end Telecommunications Employees, 
the Customs Workers Union and the 
Railway African Union — work in 
Uganda, 

The unions complained earlier this 
week that members were being in- 
timidated by Ugandan soldiers. 
Hundred of Kenyans working in 
Kampala have fled to Nairobi in 
the past week. 

The untons urged the Kenya gov- 
erament to take immediate action 
to determine how many Kenyans 
have disappeared or been killed in 
Uganda. They accused Ugandan sol- 
diers of committing acts of law- 
lessness against Kenyans.

Amin yesterday reversed his policy 
on the Luos. Instead, he attacked 
the Kenyan press for “mounting a 
maticious campaign against Uganda.” 
He appealed to Ugandans “to forget 
the misunderstanding that erupted 
a few weeks ago, and to regard the 
Luo tribe In Uganda, Kenya and 
Tanzania as their brothers and sis- 
ters.” 

LUOS FLEE 

However, ᾿ was learned yester- 
day that about 280 Luo families have 
already fied Uganda after being 
threatened with kidnapping and 
Hdlling by soldiers. 

Kenya Cabinet Minister William 
Omamo, himself a Luo, said he waz 
gure the Kenya government would 
soon take action “at the highest 
level" over accusations of maltreat- 
ment of Kenyans in Uganda. 

As a result of another Amin edict, 
ΔῊ British commercial banks in 
Ugenda are terminating their pro- 
vincial operations, banking sources 
said yesterday. The decision follows 
Amin’s directive that from January 
1, all government, local authority, 
gemi-state and cooperative society 
business should be channelled through 
the government-owned Uganda Com- 
mercial Bank. 

In Ottawa, Canadian Prime Min- 
ister Pierre Trudeau was asked by 
a Conservative M.P. in the Com- 
mons on Tuesday to withdraw his 
invitation to Amin to attend the 
Commonwealth heads of government 
conference here In August because 
of his ‘inhuman” treatment of 
minorities in that country.

There was no immediate expiana- 
tion for their release. Under Italiaa 
law magistrates may grant “pro- 
visional liberty” without security at 
their discretion in all cases, 

The two have been In jail since 
August charged with the crime of 
massacre for trying to blow up tthe 
airliner, which was carrying 148 
passengers and crew from Ro‘ne to 
israel. 

They allegediy hefriended two 
English girls in Rome, ramed as 
Ruth Watkins, 18, from Newcasils, 
and Audrey Walton, 18, from 
Middlesborough, Offered them free 
flights for a holiday in Te! Aviv and 
fave them a record-player secretly 
packed with explosivesasa pgocdoye 
“present” at Rome Airport. 

The thoroughness of an ἘΠ Al 
baggage checker, who placed the 
record player in the aircraft's rein- 
forced hold rather than treating it 
as hand-baggage, prevented disaster 
when the bomb led in mid- 
flight. The plane landed safely and 
four of the passengers were slightly 
injured. 

Informed sources later said thar 
Israel yesterday questioned the 
Ttalian Foreign Ministry about the 
release of the two men, believed 
in Israel to be the most important 
Arab terrorists in capitivity in 
Western Europe.

U.K. gas strikes 
cut off fuel 
to 500 firms 


LONDON (AP). Strikes and 
work slow-downs by 47,000 workers 
in the state-owned gas industry cut 
off fuel and heating supplies to more 
than 500 industrial concerns yester- 
day and threatened a domestic crisis 
for thousands of householders. 

While widespread blizzards and 
sub-zero temperatures sent demand 
for gas soaring, a spokesman for 
the gas company said: “The situa- 
tion in South London and surround- 
ing areay is very serious. Pressure 
throughout our fown gas area has 
dropped close to the minimum safe- 
ty level This affects 850,000 con- 
sumers.”” 

He sald explosions were Ukely 1f 
the gas pressure dropped below a 
certain (evel. 

The 47,000 gas workers embarked 
on their action at midnight tn sup- 
port of a pay claim in excess of 
the anti-inflationary ceiling decreed 
by the Conservative government.

Boston jury indicts 
man in kidnap-murder 


CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts (AP}. 
— A grand jury on Tuesday re- 
turned an indictment charging a 

ton man with murder and kid- 
napping in the death of Damaris 
Synge Gillispie, one of eight young 
Boston area women found alain 
since last summer. 

The indictment, returned after 
several hours of testimony, charged 
Anthony Jackson, 33, currently be- 
ing held in leu of $150,000 bail. 

Jackson, allas Wayne Eubank, has 
been in custody since December 26 
after a shoot-out with Cambridge 
police. He was previously charged 
with assault with a dangerous wes- 
pon, unlawfully carrying firearms, 
operating a motor vehicle to en- 
danger, refusing to stop for a police 
officer and speeding. 

District Attorney John Droney, 
who presented the caseto the grand 
jury, said earlier that authorities 
had a “definite suspect” in at least 
one of the elght killings, and last 
week he sald an indictment would 
be sought in the death of Miss 
Gillispie, 22. 

Miss Gillispie disappeared from 
her Cambridge apartment on No- 
vember 29. Her nude, decomposed 
body was found in a wooded area 
north of Boston on February 3. 


Cambridge police have said on 
several occasions that three cf the 
eight murders -τ one of them Miss 
Giluspie's — appear related. 

Police werking on the murders 
have said there are enough similar- 
ities to continue ettempts to tle 
them all] to one man.
